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1. There are very few ideolezically-cornvinced Commmists in the Chiness com 
munity in Rangoon, but those few, the leaders of the China Democratic league 
(Burma Branch) (CDL(BB)), make so much noise that the cutside observer is 
erroneously led to believe that Commmism is stronz in the Chinese commmity. 
The direction and driving force for the CDL(BB) itself seems to com mainiv 
from China~born Chinese hizh school teachers, especially those at the Nan 
Yang High Scheol.* 


«o The Kuomintang Revolutionary Committee (KNIRC) in Rangoon is composed of 
Chinese who were previously staunchly pro-KMT but who joined the KMTRC be- 
cause they did not want te be on the wrong side of the fence when the 
Chinese Conmmnist embassy is established in Rangoon. Most ef the members 
of the KMTRC are businessmen and their Commnisn consists, at mst, of lip- 
service to the new csovernment in China. They area lukewarms towards ¢ and 
Som may even be hostile to, Commmism as such. If it were not for the 


pressure put on them by the CDL(PBB), the EMTRG would probably die for lack 
of enthusiasm. 


22The overwhelming majority of the Chinese in Ranzoon know nothins about 
politics or ‘overnment, and they are not interested in Commmism, Socialisn, 
or any other "isa". Many of them. however, can be talked into siming peti-~ 
tions or even contributing their names to the membership rolls of a patriotic 
Ghinesea society.
